Moore’s Big Catch 
Almost Got Away

John Kamae, ranking 
with the pineapple and the 
hula as Hawaii’s greatest 
import, didn’t have the 
slightest intention of swim- 
ming for the Dons when he 
enrolled at Santa Ana last 
fall. 

Although he held several 
high school and AAU rec- 
ords while competing for 
the Palama Swim Club, the 18- 
year-old Kamae came to Santa 
Ana for an education, not to 
swim. 

Born in Honolulu 

It was not until SAC swim- 
ming coach Myrel Moore spotted 
Kamae competing for Roger Wil- 
son’s water polo squad _ that 
Kamae gave any thought to swim- 
ming for the Dons. 

Born in Honolulu on the island 
of Oahu, Kamae had never play- 
ed water polo before, but he was 
so fascinated by the sport that he 
decided to give it a try. And give 
it a try he did, blooming into one 
of Wilson’s finest performers. 

Holds Four Marks 

Kamae has shattered SAC rec- 
ords for -the 200 yard breast- 
stroke, 200 yard backstroke, 200 
yard individual medley, and the 
50 yard freestyle. The only time 
he has been beaten in EC com- 
petition, Kamae was pacing a 
teammate and not swimming to 
win. 

Bob Bennett, world record 
holding member of the USC frosh 
is the only other swimmer to hold 
a decision over the fast stroking 
Hawaiian. 

Awaits Rematch 

Kamae is anxiously awaiting a 
rematch with Bennett, feeling 
that a wide separation of lanes 
hindered him in his first meeting 
with the Trojan freshman who 
nipped Kamae in a photo finish. 

Kamae credits Don coach My- 
rel Moore for the fantastic suc- 
cess he has enjoyed this past 
year. 

Pointing for Championships 

Comparing the training meth- 
ods in Hawaii with Moore’s, 
Kamae said that in his native 
state the athletes are asked to 
swim their hardest at the begin- 
ning of the year while Moore has 
pointed his swimmers for the con- 
pevence championships on April 

2-13-14. 


The slender built Kamae ex- 
pects to hit his peak for the EC 
meet and then the Southern Cali- 
fornia championships which will 
be held in the SAC pool April 26- 
27-28. 

Being limited to three events 
in the EC meet, Kamae will com- 
pete in the 100 and 200 yard 
backstroke along with the 200 
yard individual medley. 

A sociology major, Kamae 
hopes to continue his education 
at a four year school upon his 
graduation from SAC. Kamae is 
a good bet to land a swimming 
scholarship if he continues to 
say ‘“‘aloha”’ to his competition.
